Manner of Obftacles in the Way. His. Tnirigies fuc- 
ceeded, and he got fo much the Aicendant over the Minds 
of his Countrymen, that they fet afide thé Treaty, and 
were prevailed'upon to undertake the Conqueft of Svez/y, 
2 Project the Athexians were fond of in the Days of Peri- 
c's, but from which this wife Leader ufed all his Art to 
‘The Occafion of their reviving it now was an Ambsty 
froin the Egefains, a People of that Ifland, who imp!o- 
red the Succour of the Athenians againft Syrecufa. ‘The 
Sicilian War was therefore refolved upon, at the preffing 
Inftances of Alcibigdes, notwithftanding the Oppofition 
made to it by Nicias, who forefaw the fatal Confequences 
oi its and the two Antagonifts, together with Lamachu, 
were appointed Generals for the Expedition. When the 
Army was juft upon the Point of embarking, an Acci- 
dent happen’d at Athens, capable of throwing the Inhabi- 
tants into the utmoft Confternation. All the fquare Sta- 
tues of AJercury, which were placed at the Entrances ta- 
to their Houfes and Temples, were all mutilated and dif- 
figured, efpecially in the Face, inone Night. Great En- 
guiry was made after the Author of this impious Deed, 
but tono Purpofe. Alcibiades was accufed of it, and the 
Sufpicion was not without fome Ground. He was very 
prefling to be brought to his Trial before his Departure, 
but his Enemies ovér-ruled his Motion, under Pretence 
that the Fleet muft not be retarded. ‘They fet Sail there- 
fore for Sici/y, where they landed, and Alcibiades made 
himfelf Maiter of Catena by Surprize. 
This firft Exploit was no fooner performed, than A/c/- 
bizdes was recalled to Athens, to anfwer to the Charge 
laid againit him, which had been pufhed in his Abfence with 
as much Succefs as Injuftice. A Gally being fent to fetch 
him back, he came to Therium; but he was no fooner 
landed, than he made his Efcape. He was, therefore, con- 
cermed in Contumacy to lofe his Life, and all his Goods 


were confifeated Alcibiades, coming to Argos, fent 
the Lacedemonians to defire their Proteétion, and to affure 


them he would do them more Service now as a Friend, 
than had hitherto done them Prejudice as an Enemy. He 
Was received with open Arms, and by a Conformity to 


their Cuftoms and Manners he gained the A ffections of 


a.i he converfed with. In particular he infinuated hiinfe" 
fo 
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fo far into the Favour of Queen Yiniec, that he had a Soy 
by her, who in publick was named Ledfychides, but whom 
bis Mother, when among her Women and Favourites, did 
not blafh to cali by the Name of A/cibiades.

acquainted with the new Theatre of the Pe/cponnefian War, 
Sictly. We gives a particular Account of the feveral Peo- 


ple who inhabited it, and defcribes with a great Deal of 


Exactnefs the City of Syracuf2, which was now belieged 
by Nicias, who by the Death of Lemechus, kill’d at that 
siege, foon became fole General of the Atheaian Forces. 
This Siege, which was one of the moft famous in the 
Grecian Hiftory, was in the eighteenth Year of the Pe- 
dcponnefian War, | 

We fhall not follaw Mr. Ro//in in giving a Tetail of 
the Circumftances of this Siege. We fhall only obferve, 
that the City was reduced almoft to the laft Extremity, 
and upon the Point of Capitulating, when the Arrival of 
Gulippus, who brought the Syrecufsans Succours from La- 
ccaemonia, changed the Face oi Affairs. That General 
having obtained feveral Advantages, Nicias thought it 
Time to acquaint the Athenians with the unhappy State 
oi nis Affairs. He defired to be difmifled from his Poflt, 
under the Pretext of an ill State of Health: But the 4- 
ihenians knew his Worth tco well to comply w:th his Re- 
oueft. They ordered him to take Menondcr and kat/y- 
d:eimus, two Officers then inthe Army, for his A fittants 
in the Command, ‘till they could fend two other Generals 
inthe Room of biedcs and Lamachus. Vhe two Officers 
abcuve-mentioned engaged him, mich againit his Will > tO 
havard a Naval Combat, 0 which his Fleet was routed. 
and Eury.nedon were appointed his new Co!- 
Jercues-in the Command, and the letter fet Sail imme- 
diately with ten Galles, end brought LVrcies a large Sum 
Of Money, with the Affurance of a f{peedy Reiniorcement 
under the former, who ftaid behind to raife Men ‘and 
Contributions. Soon afterwards Demofhenes arrived with 
the deftined Succours, upon which the Athenians hazarded 
a Battle by Tand, but were worfted there likewife, with 
the Lofs of 2500 Men, which threw them into the utmoit 
Confternation. was of Opinion rate the 


Sieve, but Aivias, tho’ he was fenfible he had Reafoa on 


his Side. would not confent to it, being unwuling to © 
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at leaf, not to take that Step without 2 pofitive Com- 
mand from Athens. However, as Demoffhenes periitted in 
his Opinion, and Vrcres began to be terrified at the En. 
creafe oi the Enemy’s Power, he at Length, gave his 
Confent, and only iniifted, that it might be done with the

Ceavours in this were unfuccefsful : And tho’ they only pro-

A Council was called the next Dayin 
Nyrecu/2 to confider what was proper to be done with the 
Vrioners. Diocles, one of their Chiefs, propofed treating all 
the Athenians in General with great Rigour, and in parti- 
cular to put their two Generals, Nireras and to 
Jyeath. The more moderate Part of the Syracufians, vi- 
eorouily oppofed the latter Part of his Propofal ; but po- 
pular Hatred and Revenge over-ruled their Arguments, 
aud the two Generals were executed accordingly.
